Satur- 
day, 27-year-old Jacqueline Beni- 
tez-Quintana was driving in west- 
ern Bastrop County when she was 
pulled over by a sheriff’s corpo- 
ral for failing to use her blinker 
while changing lanes. When the 
officer, Brandon Stark, learned 
she was driving without a license,

Austin deregulates 
city cab fare rates

ANNAPOLIS, MD. — A gunman 
opened fire at a newspaper office 
in Maryland’s capital Thursday, 
killing at least five people and 
wounding several others before 
being taken into custody in what 
appeared to be one of the deadli- 
est attacks on journalists in U.S. 
history, police and witnesses said. 

Police gave no details on the 
gunman or his motive in the ram- 
page at The Capital Gazette. Media 


reports identified the suspect as 
Jarrod Warren Ramos, who filed 
an unsuccessful defamation suit 
against the paper in 2012 over an 
article about his guilty plea ina 
criminal harassment case. 

Phil Davis, a courts and crime 
reporter for the paper, tweeted 
that the gunman shot out the glass 
door to the office and fired into 
the newsroom, sending people 
scrambling for cover.
